In .abling the casualty lst, Vice 
Admiral Sims added no details to his 
message yesterday, which simply an- 
nounced that the destroyer had been- 
sunk in a collision early on Monday 
morning. The vessel carried eighty- 
eight men besides the three officers, 
and seventy of the enlisted personnel 
were saved. J 

The manner in which the rescue was 
effected, the fate of the vessel with 
which the destroyer collided, and other 
details are awaited by the navy de- 
partment. Officials believe three offi- 
cers lost their lives in an effort*to save 
their fellowmen.

More eloquent than any words are the facts of 
Russian chaos and Italian demoralization. The 
need for the earliest possible concentration of our 
force against the enemy calls for no argument, 
and yet there prevails, both at Washington and 
throughout the country, a smug satisfaction with 
our accomplishment and a failure to realize the 
backwardness of our preparation, which deserves 
rebuke and most certainly must give way to intel- 
ligent self-criticism if we are to avoid a terrible 
prwakerting. 

A complacent civilian sitting In some editorial 
lroom in this country may be greatly impressed 


the draft, the cantonments, the Liberty loans, the 
training camps. He would do better to view these 
in relation to the urgent need of our allies, the 
actual situation on the enemies’ front. The men 
who are trying to stem the Austro-German tidal 
wave in Italy, the men who are battering against 
the defense of the invader in France and Flanders 
want help, and they want it as soon as they can 
get it. American backwardness has contributed 
to the Italian defeat. Had our preparations been 
advanced as far as our famed organizing genius 
should have advanced them we could have given 
something better than moral support to the Ital- ! 
ians. Our-allies need something more substantial 
than moral support. Every allied statesman or 
soldier has told us so in terms as emphatic as tact 
would permit. Lloyd George’s reminder is only the 
latest, but it ought to wake us up. We cannot 
afford to excuse ourselves and explain. We were 
culpably unprepared. Since we went in we have 
tried hard to make up for that, and some things 
we have done splendidly well. But the only thing 
for us to think about now is, “ What must we do 
to help our allies to win the war and how soon 
can we deliver that help?” 

The machinery of war preparation improvised 
from time to time at Washington is too slow. It 
must be bettered, and it cannot be bettered by 
tinkering. Putting in a new bureau head here and 
shifting one there will get us nowheres. The 
machinery needs a governor.

THE NEW DRAFT REGULATIONS. 

The new classifications and questionnaire promul- 
gated to contro! the further operation of the draft 
law are sensible and businesslike. They make it pos- 
sible to classify men not yet called to the colors in 
accordance with the relative desirability of remov- 
ing them from private life. The somewhat cum- 
bersome method whereby the man on his own 
initiative must present his case and his proofs if 
he thinks he is entitled to exemption is discarded. 
Under that method no comprehensive consideration 
was given to the special capabilities of the men 
drafted. Under the new scheme it will be possible 
to select out qualified mén for technical or clerical 
duty and it will be possible to apply the principles 
of exemption in a broader and more equitable man- 
ner. One defect in the operation of the draft law 
still remains; it makes no provision for the registra- 
tion of younger men who would be eligible for mill- 
tary service as fast as they become of age. It will 
require an amendment of the law itself to remedy 
that defect and congress should waste no time in 
applying the remedy. 


FOR UNIVERSAL MILITARY 


SERVICE. 

It is observed hereabouts that the people like 
the products of military training. They are proud 
of the high school cadets. The boys from Great 
Lakes satisfy their ideas of what strong, well dis- 
ciplined, healthy minded boys ought to be. The 
selected men who have gone into the training 
camps are expected to benefit physically and in 
the qualities of citizenship. 

In _ all the effort which is being made to con- 
verta weak military nation into a strong military 
nation, no sensible cftizen detects any influence 
which is bad for the men. We are convinced that | 
the high school boys are being benefited, that the 
boys at Great Lakes are being benefited, and that 
the men of the national army are being benefited. 

The moral and physical value of the training 
is not dependent upon the prospect that at least 
the sailor boys and the national army men wil! 
fight: That prospect adds nothing to the results 
which we can observe locally in the men after 
training. It has merely made the occasion an 
emergency and has taught how necessary it is. 

The question then seems to be whether the 
nation, seeing the value of training and seeing also 
the danger of not having trained men, should 
finally commit itself to a policy of never having 
the trained men when they are needed. 

We probably shall make a decision within the 
next few months which will be effective in Amer- 
ican life for many years. Some leaders in Amer- 
ican national thought who are vaguely inclined 
towards military training fear that this is not the 
time to undertake the setting up of a permanent 
establishment. We fear that it is now or not for a 
long time. If the people will neither demand nor 
_accept a rational policy now, when they have every 
evidence of error before their eyes, they cannot be 
relied upon to demand or accept after they once 
have fought their way out of their present diffi. 
culties. 

The nation will lapse into its errors again. It 
will be weary. It will have the false idea that a 
war against war has been fought and won. It 
will be sick of taxes and of sacrifice. It will want 
to banish all thought of what it has been'through 
and it will crowd all comprehension of mistakes 
and recollection of dangers out of its mind. 

The public mind must be more open to reason 
mow than it ever has been. We know now that 
we cannot defend ourselves unless we have made 
Preparation for defense. We are committed to the 
Principle of universal obligation. We recognize 
its equity and justice. We know that it offers the 
only efficient method. We know that we are not 

making militarists out of the men given training.

AUSTRIA AS AN ENEMY. 
The relations of the United States to its enemies 
other than Germany in the central alliance are 
obscured between myth and fact. Austria is fight- 
ing the United States in fighting Italy and the 
United States is hurt by Austro-German successes 
in northern Italy, but Austria is not our enemy. 
Italy in her resistance is not our ally as she fights 


Austria but is as she fights Germany. 

American troops even in France may meet Aus- 
trian guns and might meet Austrian troops, but 
they would not be the guns and troops of an enemy 
but of a nation with which the United States is at 
peace. 

Bulgaria and Turkey may aid Germany and in 
aiding Germany hurt the United States, but with 
these nations also we are at peace. In the con- 
ception which we maintain the war is not a unity. 
We have not even conceded that we have as 
enemies peoples now actually fighting against us. 
There may be diplomatic reasons for the mainte- 
nance of a theory contradicted by facts, but when 
that theory actually interferes with the plans and 
precautions of the United States in war it needs a 
great deal of diplomatic justification. 

The United States is adopting plans for the 
handling of enemy aliens in its own territory. In 
present conditions a German subject of Austria 
is free from restrictions ‘placed upon a German 
subject of Prussia, or Bavaria, or any other Ger- 
man state. We fail to see! how a defensive scheme 
which makes a theoretical distinction between 
actual enemies is adequate. 

American protective measures must be weakened 
by the nonrecognition of enemies who Actually 
exist. We are maintaining a diplomatic fiction 
against an injurious fact. To the extent that the 
fiction may govern action it does damage.

We have outgrown the ‘president's cabinet as an 


instrument with which to wage war. We need an 
instrument fashioned precisely te the task.

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INHERITED VENEREAL 


DISEASE—I. 

YPHILIS can be inherited; gonor- 

rhoea cannot be. An _ infected 

mother will bear infected children 

if her disease is infectious at the 
time of conception or during the months 
when she is carrying the child, A woman 
who has syphilis can bear a healthy 
child and will do so if during the period 
noted above she is not infective. Un- 
fortunately there is no satisfactory 
method of learning when a woman is 
infective. | 

The Wasserman test merely shows that 
the woman has been infected and that 
remnants of the infection remain. Wom- 
en with positive Wassermans bear 
healthy children. If there have been 
active symptoms within recent months 
and the Wasserman reaction is strongly 
positive, the probability is that the child 
will be syphilitic when born. If on the 
other hand there has been no resent ex- 
hibition of activity and the Wasserman 
reaction is not strong, the probability 
is that the child will not be syphilitic. 

—~>- 

A syphilitic father can only infect the 
unborn child by infecting the mother. 
The old theory that a nonsyphilitic 
mother could bear a syphilitic child has 
been disproved. Also the old theory that 
a nonsyphilitic mother who had borne 
a syphilitic child could be infected by 
the child at the breast is also discredited. 
It is now known that the mother was 
infected all along; her symptoms might 
have been somewhat delayed. 

If an unborn babe is violently infected 
with syphilis it will die before birth. 
The great cause of miscarriages is 
syphilis. If a woman repeatedly mis- 
carries without abortion being artificial- 
ly induced the probability is that the 
woman ts actively infectiously syphilitic. 
A woman who has several miscarriages 
due to syphilis may, if her disease be- 
comes inactive, bear live, nonsyphilitic 
children.

If the babe ts actively syphilitic at the 
time of birth the probability is that 
death will ensue within a few days. A 
large percentage of the deaths of

R. J. C. writes: “ZI am 68 ye: : of 
age and for the last seven years I have 
been bothered with spells of frequent 
urinating. These spella come more fre- 
quently as I grow older and when on 
me my urine is clear as the famous lake 
Leman waters. These spells last from 
two to five days and seem to make me a 
little weaker. My urine begins to turn 
somewhat yellow or alkaline as the 
spells go off. 

“I have never been ill, never had a 
headache, but now and then become 
constipated, and I eat frult, oranges, and 
apples. Since 1909 I have worked in 


chemicals, aci@s of most all kinds. Do / 


you think it comes from inhaling the 
fumes of these? I worked in laboratories 
six years. These spells are especially 
bothersome when 1 work on my feet— 
standing or stepping around. When at 
work sitting down the spell is mild.” 


REPLY. 

Any one of three causes may underlie your 
case. Working in certain chemicals causes 
irritation of the bladder. Chrome workers 
and some process workers in certain parts of 
munitions plants are subject to  biadder 
trouble. Every manufacturing laboratory 
shoul@ have medical supervision and all 
workers having symptoms such as you de- 
scribe should be examined. You are at the 
age when prostatic enlargement is prone to 
develop. This may underlie your trouble. 
There is a form of nerve trouble called dia 
betes insipidus which produces such symp- 
toma,

sweaty feet that are so bad as to rot 
out the Inner lining of a new pair of 
shoes in from six to seven weeks. This 
trouble seems to be worse in the fall and 
in the spring and while I change my 
socks every day the odor is unbearable. 
My feet get tender and very near blistery 
at times,

4. Mild cases can be cured by washing the 
feet daily with soap and water and then ap- 
plying a salicylic acid and alcoho) mixture. 
If this does not suffice wash the feet daily 
with soap and water, dry well, then apply 1 
per cent formalin. Let this dry and dust 
with a boric acid dusting powder. Pieces of 
cotton dusted with boric acid can be placed

This is the second instance of a mat- 
rimonial alliance between the-great cot- 
ton spinning dynasty of Coats and the 
ducal houses of England, for Lillian 
Coats, daughter of George Coats, who 
was elevated to the peerage last year 
as Lord Glenlanar, married the Marquis 
of Douro, eldest son and heir of the 
Duke of Wellington. 

The Coats family had its origin in 
Paisley, a town in *Renfrewshire, and 
which has long been noted for the in- 
genuity and enterprise of its Inhabi- 
tants. A hundred years ago the Paisley- 
ites were nursing the shaw! trade, which 
was to make the name of the town a 
word to be known wherever women 
lived. They were also experimenting 
with another industry, the thread trade, 
endeavoring to discover a raw material 
for its production which would prove 
to be more effective and more profitable 
than linen.

Among the ploneers of this business 
was James Coats of Paisley, who started 
business on his own account as a thread 
manufacturer in a very small way a 
little over ninety years ago, his fac- 
tory being but sixty feet in length, while 
a ten horse power engine was consid- 
ered more than adequate for the needs 
of the business. Once started, however, 
the business began to grow by leaps and 
bounds. 

Owing to the disposition at Rome in

Soldiers instead of policemen may 
Suard the stockyards and similar 
places if an investigation being made 
by the home defense committee of the 
city council shows this is possible. 

The committee, which was created 
last Monday, held its first session yes- 
terday. Its first move was to confer 
with Samuel Insull, chairman of the 
State Council of Defense. It is to have 
a regular session with the state or- 
ganization every week and more often 
if necessary. 


Soldiers to Guard Plants. 


Upward of 500 policemen are used 
now to guard plants, private and pub- 
lic. These men are needed for patrol 
work. If the city authorities will con- 
sent this work will be done by soldiers. 
Chief of Police Schuettler is to be 
asked to ascertain if the mayor objects 
to soldiers replacing the policemen. 

The committee also will consider ask- 
ing that the smoke prevention ordi- 
nances be suspended for the duration 
of the war. This will enable the use 
'of-cheaper grades of coal without the 
users being penalized. 


May Hold Up Improvements. 

Public improvements not absolutely 
necessary during the pendency of the 
War may be ordered discontinued by 
the committee. It is to look into this 
question and see what contemplated 
improvements can be dispensed with 
for the present. 

Another matter the committee is to 
take up is the question of establish- 
ing half rate fares for soldiers and 
sailors to and from cantonments with- 
in the state. There is some question 
regarding the legality of action by 
the state. It is believed the federal 
government would have to order the 
reduction through the interstate com- 
merce commission.

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STUDENT BAKERS — 
TO MAKE PENNY 
LUNCHES’ BREAD 


Student bakers at the Lane Techni- 
cal High school are going to assist the 
penny lunch patrons in getting more 
for their money. They will bake from 
800 to 500 large loaves of bread a day, 
which will be sold at cost to the schools 
which have penny lunches. 

The saving, it is believed, will be 
from 3 to 5 cents a loaf and most of 
the schools use from thirty to forty 
loaves a day. Principals who are ar- 
ranging for the Lane loaves expect in 
the future to be able to give a real 
sandwich with a bowl of soup for 1 
cent. At the price the schools are 
paying for tread at present a slice 
costs 2-3 of a cent. 

“There are about 120 boys taking 
the courses for bakers’ apprentices,” 
said William J. Bogan, principal of the 
Lane Technical High school, “and 
they go to school half a day a week. 
We have recently installed a bread 
mixer, a cake mixer, and other bake- 
shop equipment and expect to begin 
baking bread in about a week.” 

It is expected that a loaf which re- 
tails for 15 cents can be sold to the 
penny lunches for 9 cents.

Search for hoarded stocks of canned 
goods and dried fruits, which are re- 
ported to be in the hands of men who 
are not regular dealers in such com. 
modities, has. been started by larry 
A. Wheeler, food administrator fer Ili. 
nois. 

In order to find out.what truth 
there is in the reports, a conference 
of wholesale grocers took place in Mr. 
Wheeler's office yesterday. and the 
dealers agreed to he'p in every Way 
possible in the effort to find out 
whether speculators have been able to 
get hold of any large amount 
goods. 


for them to market their goods. 
To Investigate Reports. 


put in these reports,” said Mr. Wheel- 
er, “but we look them up, and the 
wholesalers ought to be able to locate 
such stocks quicker than any one else. 
Not long ago we heard reports of large 
stocks of hoarded sugar, but we found 
they had no basis in fact. 

“If any merchant is found to be 
dealing in foodstuffs solely for profit 
his license will be revoked. If-he has 
no license“ he cannot sell his goods. 
Every invoice must contain the deal- 
er’s license number and shipments can 
easily be traced. If there are any 
such stocks we will seek to find out 
who has them and what is to be done 
with them. The machinery for han- 
dling such matters on the market 
must be created. 

“The canners’ practice of laying in 
stocks of sugar Jarge enough to last 
them through the entire season's work 
is to be stopped... The canners use a 
lower grade of sugar than that which 
is sold at retail, but they will have to 
get their stocks as they need it.”
